Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a one-way clutch as 
defined in claim 1 wherein the spring tongues extend inclined relative to the base 
portions as to define a formed angle in the range of 20° to 30° relative to the base 
portions when no pressure is applied to the tongues, and wherein each of the tongues is 
deflected by the engagement member in a range of 5° to 15° beyond the formed angle. 

The art of record also fails to anticipate or render obvious a one-way clutch as 
defined in claim 3 wherein the tip end portion of the tongues extends inclined relative to 
the base portions so as to define a formed angle when no pressure is applied to the 
tongues and wherein each of the tongues is deflected by the engagement member in a 
range of 5° to 15° beyond the formed angle.
